1 instructed Nathan Roaomblum to go 
into tho basement and put sufilclent 
coal on the fire to last all night.

The temptation of 
the ministry to thrown down the cross 
of Christ and pickup the club of the 
policeman; to substitute the penalties' 
of law for the power of the altar and 
to legislate rellKlon into human hearts, 
never was greater. 

"The world ne»'er needed religious 
ministry more nor political preachers 
less than It does to today. We need 
ministers to t^ach us how to live; we 
know how to vote." 



Foot-ancl-Mouth Disease 

In this issue of the News you will find 
a complete article on the dreai^d foot- 
and-mouth disease that is causing so 
much trouble and loss to cattle owners. 
Fourteen states are quarantfed for this 
disease and we known that this article, 
written by experts of the department 
of argicutture. will give our readers in- 
fortmoration of value. It covers thor- 
oughly the cause and efi'ect of the dis- 
ease, as well as preventive measures, 
and shows what to do in order to combat 
the spread of Infection to cattle that 



The big barn firo referred to below, 
following so closely the one of Friday, 
Nov. 13th on the Jacob Hoist farm at 
Prairie View when a big barn was 
burned from mvsterious origin, causes 
farmers to wonder what is back of it— 
whether there is a fire maniac travel- 
ing through the county, or whether the 
condition of the grain this year is such 
that spontaneous combustion has been 
more menacing than usual. 

Southwestern Lake county had an- 
other disastrous barn fire Sunday 
morning, Nov. 15, when the huge barn 
on the farm owned by Mr. Stelling and 
operated by Geo. Hertel. in Ela town- 
ship, near Gilmer, was burned to the 
ground. 

The estimated loas Is $5,000. Mr. 
St*'lllng carried $12"0 Insurance on the 
building: Mr. Hertel carried $1200 on 
the stock and contents. 

The loss was severe, including among 
other things: 

7 horses, 1600 bushels of grain. 25 
tons hay, 5 loads corn stalks, harness, 
buggies, wagohs, etc. 

Mrs. Hertel was the one who discov- 
ered the fire and she proved herself a 
heroine when, single-handed, before 
the men of the house and neighbors ar- 
rived, she had rescued all of the cattle, 
rushing into the burning structure and 
getting out safely the 35 head of stock. 
Not one cow was lost whereas all the 
horses were victims, one small colt 
which was in the yard at the time 
escaped. ' . •; 

■ One horse broke away from itB"rnan- 
ger but by the time it had reached the 
yard its head was badly burned and It 
was deemed advisable to shoot it later. 
Thus alt the horses on the big farm 
were lost in this blaze which proved ai 
most dlfilcult one to combat.

FIRST HUNTING 

ACCIDENT OF THE 

PRESENT SEASON 

The first bad accident of the 1914 
hunting season occurred Monday morn- 
ing about 8 o'clock when a Chicago 
man, John Richie, while hunting in a 
boat, accidentally struck hia loaded 
shot gun and the -./eapon exploded, 
striking him in the right shoulder. 

Richie cume to Fox Lake Sunday and 

spent the day hunting in Fox and Grass 

Lakes. Monday morning he entered 

a boat and started out. entering the 

hnnting field near Crabappie island. 

Near him at the time was B, N. Nig- 

' germeyor of Antioch who. In another 

boat, was also hunting. Richie was 

; rowing about and was close to a blind 

which the hunters had erected there 

for hunting purposes. His shot gun 

I was in the bottom of the stern of the 

' boat. In some manner as he moved 

about, the gun went oft and, at the 

j time Richie was bending over In such a 

I manner that the shot took full efTect in 

I the flesh muscles near the right arm- 

jpit. He shouted for help and Nigger- 

j meyer and other hunters who heard 

him rushed to his aid. They took him 

\ to Berg's store and Dr. Shaffer of 

Grayslake was called. He dressed the 

man's injuries which . consisted of a 

deep hole about 3 inches across where 

the shot entered and half as large 

where it emerged at the opposite sidQ 

of the arm. 

The victim, who is 22 years old. was 
then put aboard a train and hurried to 
Chicago where he was to enter a hos- 
pital for further attention. Dr. Shaf- 
fer declared he felt the injury would 
not prove fatal but would be very pain- 
ful for some time. 

As the hunting season Is now full gn 
In the lake region and the cold snap 
brought many others out, accidents will 
likely be numerous from now on unless 
this first shooting serves as a warning 
to others to be careful.

was alao spoken of with some regret* 
yet those who lamented Its dlaag- 
pearance were not Insistent on Ita 
readoptlon.

A telegram from Field Marshal Sir 
John. I-Yench, couimandcr of tho Brit- 
ish cxpGdltionar>* forces on tlio conti- 
nent, npprlRed Earl Kitchener, secre- 
tary of stato for war, of the death of 
England's great soldier. Tho telegram 
read : 

"I deeply refn"ot to tell you that Lord 
Roberta died at eight o'clock in tlio 
OTcnlng." 

The place where Britain's aped hero 
died is not knou-n definitely. It is sup- 
posed to have been somowhero along 
the nolglan-Frcnch frontier, whcro the 
British have been fighting for weeks. 



Allies Lure Airmen Into Trap, 
Oorraany has Invaded England by 
airship, nccordlng to ofilclal announco- 
ment In Berlin, received In London 
by wlrolosB, which states that Ger- 
man aviators hnvo Mown over Sheer- 
ncss and Harwich.

British Battleship Sunk. 

New York, Nov. 16. — Two men who 
were aboard tho liner Olympic when 
It rescued tho members of the crew of 
the lost droadnaught Audacious to- 
nlKht told a dramatic storj* of Great 
Britain's latest naval disaster. Their 
story establishes these facts: 

The Audacious was crippled by tho 
explosion of a floating mine which It 
Btruck. 

At the timo of the disaster tho An- 
dacloua was not cruising alone, bat 
several other big warships of tho Brit- 
ish nnvy were In tho vicinity. 

Tho battleship was blown up and 
sunk by the British cruiser Liverpool 
when it became apparent the vessel 
was hopelessly crippled and the ef- 
forts of the Olympic to tow It Into 
shoal waters had failed. This was 
done to remove danger to navigation 
caused by the floating hull. 

Tho Audacious was completed In 
11*13, with her sister ship, tho AJax. 
and was' a droadnaught of the King 
George class. Her displacement was 
25.000 tons, her length over all 5D6 
feet She was equipped with ten 
i:j^-lnch guns, 30 four-Inch guns and 
three 21-Inch torpedo tubes. 



Allies Hold Positions. 

Ix)ndon. Nov. 1-1.— From tho Lys to 
the sea the battle of Flanders was 
carried to tho Germans, the French, 
British and Belgians having resumed 
tho offenslvo at several points as 
soon as tho energy of the German ef- 
fort gavo signs of being spent. 

Ypres was tho center of the most 
ferocious fighting. Where on Wednes- 
day tho Germans, by force of superior 
numbers, had been able during a night 
attack to force their way into Ypres. 
from which they wero expelled with 
enormous losses on Thursday momipg, 
and where on Thursday night tho 
allies had only been able to hold their 
own against tho rapidly waning Ger- 
man attack, during tho day the allies 
took the offenslvo and hurled tho en- 
emy back to tho east, north and south. 
Germans Still In Dlxmude. 

An aggregate gain of nearly four 
miles was made by the allies* attack. 

To tho east a hamlet from which 
tho allies were driven on Wednesday 
was retaken. 

In Dizmude tho German detach- 
ments are still anchored. 

Tho key position — Y^res — la still 
held by tho British troops, who have 
withstood attacks of unexampled vio- 
lence with unwavering coura^o for 
nearly four weeks. 

South of YprcB is Armentlerea, 
around which the battlo has been con- 
tinuing with undiminished energy for 
a fortnight Tho allies occupy posi- 
tions east of the town, and between 
tlieir lines and thoso of tho Germans 
nn artillery duel of violent character 
Is bolng fought. 

The battlo of tho Alsno has been 
revived, and la being refou^ht though 
with obviously diralnlshed numbers. 
Allies' Progress Slight 

In tho ofilclal report of tho opera- 
tions before Tracy-lo-Val, which tho 
French have gained after enormous 
losses on both sides, there Is a qualifi- 
cation from which a bit of humor 
might be extracted in leas gruesome 
circumstances. Tho statement says: 

"Wo havo taken possession of 
Tracy, with tho exception of tho 
cemetery northeast of tho village," 

Reports from tho battlofield declare 
tho town Itself has been convortcd 
Into a graveyard by the fury of tho 
German night attack and tho coun- 
tor-asBaults by which the allies finally 
dislodged the Invaders.

Russians Occupy Galiclan Towns. 

Vienna, Nov. 14.— It was onicially 
admitted by tho war otfico hero that 
tho Russians havo occupied Tamow, 
Jnslo and Krosno, In Gallcla. 

London, Nov. 14. — News was re- 
ceived In Petrograd that tho Russians 
have defeated General von Hlndcn- 
burg's army west of Kallscz and have 
driven It beyond tho frontier of Si- 
lesia-. The Germans are reported to 
havo suffered a severe reverse, losing 
20 heavy guns and leaving mimy dead 
upon tho field.

Tv/o of thoso ofilcora 
at Constantlnopla and throe at 
Adrinnoplo havo been killed. On tho 
night of October 28 a groat explosion 
occurred at tho palaco of Enver 
Pasha, who escaped. 

London, Nov. 13. — A wlrolesa dis- 
patch from Berlin says an oIITclal 
statement from Constanlnoplo re- 
ports that tho Russians are retreat- 
ing on tho entire TranBcaucaslon 
frontier, and that tho Turks are pur- 
suing on all sides.

United States Not to Interfere. 

Washington, Nov. 14.— Tho United 
States will not interfere with Great 
Britain and Franco if they determine 
to settle with Colombia and Ecuador 
for alleged violations of neutrality In 
allowing German steamors to coal or 
permitting wireless stations to give 
nowa to German warships. 

That violations of neutrality exist 
was denied to the state department 
by tho Colombian and Ecuadorean 
legation.

Thousands of Lives Lost

Germana Win In Argonne. 

An ofilclal announcement given out 
In Berlin says that tho German at- 
tacks in Flanders are progressing 
slbwly, but that In the Argonno the 
Germans havo obtained further Import 
tant successes. 

South of Y'pres the fighting rages 
with great fury, although the burden 
of the conflict is on the artillery, the 
biting gale, driving hall, rain and snow 
before it, bringing practically to a halt 
tho furloua attaclts and counter-at- 
tacks that have made this region oa 
inferno during tho past month.

iNows has reached Venice that part 
of Cracow is ablaze. 

Crafcow Is invested on the north and 
Is expected to fall Immediately. Tho 
Inhabitants are fleeing. 

At Wlaclawek, on the Vistula, 30 
miles northwest of Plotsk, tho southern 
extreme of this section of tlio far-flung 
front, the German war ofllce reports 
several Russian army corps hurled 
back and 23,000 men, more than twen- 
ty machine guns and several cannon 
captured. 

This victory Indicates that tho Ger- 
mans have resumed tho offensive in 
Poland with tho Idea of trjing to 
throw back tlio Russian wing in tho 
direction of Warsaw and compel 
Grand Duke Nicholas to withdraw 
troops from his already successful in- 
Tosion of East Prussia to tho north 
of Wlaclawek to drive the Germans 
£rom Poland again. 

Tho peril of tlie Germans In tho 
North Is demonstrated by the ofllclal 
announcement from Petrograd that 
Soldau, an Important city near tlie 
border In East Prussia, has been cap- 
tured by tho Russians for the third 
time. Twice re-enforcementa from 
Thoni have driven out tho compara- 
Uvoly small detachment of Cossacks 
that have occupied tho town, but the 
last seizure will bo permanent, tho 
Husslan war ofilco aays, because largo 
bodies of troops have been thrown 
across tho border from the region of 
Allawa.

The war department and the four 
generals representing tho Aguaa Ca- 
lIcutCB convention express the belief 
that there is still hoiMi for a peaceful 
settlement of the dlfllcultlcs.

It Is characterized by sorca In tho 
tho r,iouth which make swallowing 
paint'al and frequently cause tho ani- 
mals to refuse all food, and by sores 
on tho foot which cause lameness and 
In severe cases, occasionally result In 
tho hoofs dropping off. The animals 
lose flosh with extraordinary rapidity 
and in tho caso of milk cows tho milk 
Bupply Ifl BO seriously affected that It 
frequently dries up altogother. Tho 
flrat evidences of the disease aro a 
chill followed quickly by fever, tho 
temporaturo sometimes rising as high 
as 106 /degrees Fahrenheit. Small 
vealclcB or blisters about the size of 
"pea appear shortly after In tho 
mouth and spread rapidly. As tho 
disease advances ropy saliva hangs 
from tho afflicted animars mouth. 
which is opened and shut with a 
peculiar smacking sound. > In a short 
time similar orupflfjns appear' on the 
feet, which aro^d, tender, swollen 
and r-i'nf"JriW*conaequenco the anl-

Appraiser Values the Herd. 
In order to componsato tho owner 
of his property tiius condomncd in tho 
Interest of tho public welfare, an ap- 
praiser Is appointed by tlio state au- 
thorities to valuo the herd. The sum 
thus fixed Is divided equally between 
iho stato and tho federal authorities. 
In tho last outbreak In 1008 In Now 
England it coat tlio federal govern- 
ment, which was then paying two- 
thirds of tho appraised values, ai>- 
proximately ?300,000 for condemna- 
tion, slaughter and disinfection. Tho 
present outbreak is regarded as much 
mora serious. 

Tho Inspectors engaged In this 
work are equipped with a complete 
rubber outfit which can bo thoroughly 
disinfected after each exposure to In- 
fection. Persons who havo not the 
advantage of this equipment should 
rigorously refrain from exposing thom- 
BolvoB to the least risk of Infectlon- 
As has already been said, tho disease 
Is frequently transmitted by 'human 
bolngs, and it is really a crime for 
any one to gratify his curiosity at 
tho expense of his neighbors. In ad- 
dition to this danger there are also a 
number of cases on rccordT in which 
both children and adults have become 
infected themselves. Ordinarily tho 
disease is not serious in men, but 
weakly children who drink contami- 
nated milk suitor so severely that in 
a few coses death has been known to 
result With adults tho malady usu- 
ally takes no moro serious form than 
a slight eruption In tho mouth similar 
to fever blisters and possibly a simi- 
lar eruption on tho hands and fingers. 
There may bo also somo fever and 
nausea, but there is comparatively lit- 
tle dongor. In countries where the 
dlsooao Is prevalent many authorities 
bellevo that It is fairly general in 
human beings but that tho consequent 
disturbances in health aro so slight 
that thoy are not brought to the at- 
tontlon of physicians. 

Started In Michigan. 
Tho present outbreak originated in 
southern Michigan but how tho germ 
found ita way there Is not yet defl- 
nitely known. It seoms probable that 
somo cattlo became Infected, that 
their milk was sent to a creamery 
and tho skim milk then returned to 
bo fed to hogs. A herd of these in- 
fectod hogs was then shipped to Chi- 
cago wh,ero they Infected tho stock- 



cattle ultimately eradicate tho dls* 
case. Tho federal quarantines are ao- 
companied by state and local quaran- 
tines of individual Infected farms. 
From thcao no produce whatsoever 
can bo sent out. In many cases chil- 
dren aro not even permitted to go to 
school, and tho farmer cannot drive 
his horses on tho public highways.

Tho chief obstacle In tho way of the 
successful proRficutlon of this cam- 
paign of Isolation and extermination 
lies In tho danger that there may bq 
concealed sources of Infection, Al 
though tho farmer receives tho ap- 
praised value of his herd. It is in- 
ovltable that tho summary slaughter 
of all his stock should cause him con* 
flldorablo Inconvenience as well as It*

Washington, Nov, IB.— The popula- 
tion of the United States today Is moro 
than 100.000,000 and the money In cir- 
culation totals $3.'I10.000.000, while 11.- 
OOO.OOO of the thrifty inhabitants have 
$4,375,000,000 In the savlngR banks. 

Such Is tho announcement made by 
the bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce In tho department of com- 
merce. The pamphlet Issued by tho 
"Sinco 1850 the population, they 
of Progress of tho United States.lSOO- 
1914." It gives a "half-century retro- 
spect" and a "clear perspective" of the 
nation's quadrupling of population and 
multiplying a hundred-fold of Indus- 
trial values. 

"Since 1850 the population, they 
25.000,000, has more than quadrupled," 
says tho bulletin. Commerce has grown 
from $318,000,000 to $1,259,000,000 and 
the per capita vaino of exports from 
tlG.9C* to $23.27. 

National wealth has Increased from 
$7,000,000,000 in 1870 to $140,000,000.- 
000 and the money in circulation from 
$279,000,000 to $3,419,000,000. For the 
entire country bank clearings have 
grown from $52,000,000,000 in 1887 to 
$174,000,000,000 in 1913.

Governor Goothals Says the Cost of 

the Panama Waterway Stands 

at $353,559,049. 

Washington, Nov. 17.— At the cloao 
of tUo last fiscal year, Juur 30, ISl'l, 
the cost of tho Panama canal stood 
ot ?353,559,049.69, according to tho 
annual report of Col. George W. Goe- 
thals, governor of tho Canal Zone, 
made public today. Tho figures in- 
clude the appropriation of August 
1914, and tho collection and return 
to tho treasury of more than ?G,- 
250,000. 

Another interesting feature of tho 
report is the paragraph telling of tho 
planning of tho permanent town of 
Uaiboa.

But this 
year haa also shown that in tho 
greater portion of Western Canada 
drought does not appear, but even in 
the drought-stricken area of this year, 
past years have shown that the soil 
produces wonderfully well and even 
this year, with modern methods, 
known as "dry-farming," good crops 
were harvested. Tho largo number

Of 
this park area we have an immense 
quantity ot land yet to bo settled. It 
is true that the railroads have not yet 
penetrated tliese districts to the extent 
that they have the open area, but this 
will come and as settlementa advance, 
so will railroads build. For the pres^ 
ent there Is a temporary lull In rail- 
road building, but it la (ilwaya the 
case that where there Is a demand 
there will como a supply, and It will 
not he long before the park country 
will be penetrated by railroads that 
will give sufllclent accommodation for 
all needs, but to those who prefer It 
there aro lota ot opportunities for pur- 
chasing laud nearer towns and vil- 
lages and at low prices and* on easy 
terms.

Even had It boon tho 
national holiday It Is 
today, tho struggling 
young republic of tho 
United Shatca In tho 
year of grace 1814 would have feasted 
on turkey and trimmings Avlthout en- 
thusiastic thanks, for tho nation was 
In tho gloomy midst of Iho second war 
•with Great Britain and it had mighty 
little to ho thankful for. Tho capital 
bad been captured by tlio Invaders 
and tho public buildings at Washing- 
ton had been put to tho torch. Whllo 
tho llttlo American navy had won 
wonderful victories against groat odds 
and written a chapter In history that 
makes our blood thrill with admira- 
tlon, yet Great Britain, with Its big 
fleets, was still mistress of tho seas 
and American commerco ceased to 
eilst On land tho American army, 
rent with dlsaentions and genenUed by 
political Incompetents, made a record 
of humiliating defeats, tho sting of 
Which was to be removed In 1815 by 
tho signal victory of Jackson and hU 
backwoodsmen over tho tried veterans 
of Pakcnham at New Orleans. Pol- 
itical animosities flamed at a whito 
heat unknown today. Sectional feel- 
lug was high and bitter. Tho national 
'f their i ^''^^^'^^^'^ practically empty. Grass 
IS made '^•^*^^^ ^^ ^^*^ Btreets of tho clUes and 
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shipping rotted at tho wharves. BusI- 
ness and Industry wero paralyzed and 
tho nation tottered on tho verge of 
bankruptcy. Tho collapso of tho 
young republic with Its Ave or six 
million people scattered over an Im- 
menso territory, was freely predicted, 
now that England's hands wero loosed 
by tho fall of Napoloon. 

Only In Now England In 1S14 was 
Thanksgiving day observed, and even 
Jn tho ancient blrthplaco of tho holi- 
day It Is safe to say that tho celebra- 
tion was far from being tho Joyous 
foast of tho past For Now England 
as a whole had a big, bitter grouch 
and didn't caro who knew It The 
New England states were flercely hos- 
tile to tho war and had been hardest 
hit by Its effects. Its commerce, the 
chief eourco of Its wealth, had been 
completely dostroyed by Jefferson's 
embargo law and tho blockade of Its 
ports by tho British fleet Its mlUtia 
■werq not permitted to servo beyond 
the borders of New England, and tho 
leaders and a great part of tho popu- 
lace openly and warmly advocated 
secession from tho Union either as an 
Independent republic or as an Eng- 
lish province or colony. TJndor such 
circumstauceB. Thanksgiving In Now 
England In 1814 took a somber and 
more religious cast while the Thanks- 
giving sermons, onco a slgnlflcant fea- 
ture of tho day, were shadowed by 
gloom and saturated with pesBlmlsm. 
It was under conditions ns Inaus- 
picious as these that the homegathor- 
Ing feast of old Now England was ush- 
ered In. How profound tho change 
wrought by a century In tho Ilfo of tho 
Republic! Thanksgiving day, this 
year, win bo observed by almost If 
not quite n hundred million people, 
tho citizens of a groat and prosper- 
ous nation, tho richest In tho worid 
and tho most powerful over conceived 
In tho loins of time. A century ago, 
tho day was observed by not quite a 
mUlIon and half Now Englondera 



alone amid gloom, uncertainty, oppre- 
henslon and poverty following tho 
ravages of war. A century ago. the 
Federal Union was an experiment In 
government that. In tho minds of 
many, was foredoomed to falluro. 
There was no naUon; rather a loose 
confederation of hostile sections and 
Jealous states. It was out of the 
struggles and sufferings of this very 
war that tho American nation was 
bom. Today, 100,000,000 Americans, 
In Identity of political and social 
ideals, language and Institutions, pre- 
sent a picture of tho most thoroughly 
nationalized country of which history 
has record. 

But in a hundred other ways did 
tho Thanksgiving of 1814 differ from 
the one to bo celebrated this year. 
Of course there wero the funda- 
mental essentials of turkey, pumpkin 
pie and cranberry sauce; there wore 
tho homegathering of relatives and 
tho reunion of the family around the 
old hearthstone. But beyond that all 
has changed with the passage of tho 
fleeting years. Could a boy or a glri 
of today, by some ledgerderaaln of 
time, be transported back to one of 
those old fashioned Thanksgiving day 
of a century ago. ho or she would 
think they were being robbed of their 
holiday rights, Even tho wealthiest 
peoplo of those old days could not 
have on their Thanksgiving table 
many of the things found today on 
the tables of tho humblest ciUzen. 

In fact, there was a great poverty 
of vegetable variety on tho Thanks- 
giving table a century ago. No as- 
paragus, no sweet potatoes, no string 
beans, no corn, no green peas, and so 
on down tho attractive list that consti- 
tutes the appetizing trimmings of tho 
Thanksgiving table of today. The tin 
can era had not yet dawned, and Its 
possibilities of smashing seasonable 
monotony were undreamed of even by 
epicures. 

And there was the same poverty In 
Thanksgiving fruit The Hat practi- 
cally started and ended with apples— 
and of a kind that most farmers now 
feed only to their hogs or leave to 
rot on the ground. Grapefruit was a 
word not yet Invented; oranges would 
have been worth their weight In gold; 
and the banana was to await many 
years for Us Introduction to tho 
American housewife. Nor would It 
have been possible for tho voracious 
youngster of that day to gorge him- 
self with luscious grapes and delicate 
raisins. Pineapple was another un- 
known word. Of course there wore 
nuts, but only of native varieties. 
Almonds, Brazil nuts, pecans and tho 
English walnuts, without which no 
Thanksgiving table of today would bo 
considered complete, wero then un- 
kno^vn luxuries. 

The farmer of that day was a slave 
of tho season and tho produce of his 
toll was fiovemod strictly by the cal- 
endar. 'There wore no hothouses to 
force fruit and vegetables out of sea- 
son. Tho good people of thoso days 
would have considered It almost sacri- 
lege, an attempt to Improve on tho 
dlvlno plan of things. A request for 
strawberries or cucumbers at Thanks- 
giving would bo equivalent to an ap- 
plication for admission to an asylum 
for tho Insane. 

But tho difference does not end with 
a comparison of tho eatables of tho 
feast a century ago and today. It Is 



pare tho task of preparation now and. 
then. The good housewife of 1914, i£ 
called upon to get up a Thanksgiving; 
feast with tho utensils and under thot 
kitchen conditions of 1814, would 
throw up her hands In despair, and If 
the task was put up to the average 
servant of today would Jump her Job 
In an Instant Tho hardworking 
housewife of, a century ago, had 
neither range nor cook stove. Thor 
had not yet been Invented. Her tur- 
key and her pies were baked in tho 
great fireplace, and her fuel was woodw 
for coal was not yet used. 

If relatives were to bo Invited M 
Thanksgiving homogatherlngs In thoso 
old days, tlie Invitations would have 
to be dispatched weeks and perhaps 
months in advanco of tho event, for 
It required tho best part of a weet 
for a letter to travel from Boston to 
New York, as long a time, In fact 
as It now takes to cross tho conti- 
nent Were It addressed to Chicago, 
a- mere trading post at that time, It 
would bo sent the previous July. And 
the Invitation itself -would bo written 
with a quill and blotted with sand, 
for In thoso days there -wero no steel 
pens, no typewriters, no blotters, no 
gummed envelopes, no postage stamps. 
And tho son or daughter In tho 
city who wished to return to the old 
homestead for Thanksgiving In 1814 
faced an ordeal before which most of 
us today would quail. For traveling 
a century ago was a hazard and a 
peril. The railroad was at that tlma 
undreamed of, and all Inland travel 
was by river or road. 

If a man on his way to a Thanks-; 
giving feast at the old homestead la 
the country was thrown from Ills 
horse In tho road, breaking a leg or 
arm, his case was one to be pitied. 
For most of the doctors of those daya 
were ignorant and careless. If ampu- 
tation was necessary, tho victim .waa 
generally held down by main strengthJ 
while saw and knife cut their agon- 
izing way through tho tortured flesh, 
and bone. For 1814 was before the 
days of anesthetics. Ether, chloro- 
form, cocaine and morphine were as 
yet unknown, and as for antiseptics, 
the protection against germ Infection, 
of the wound, that was to wait for 
more than fifty years. There was. 
no quinine, no strychnine, no tinc- 
ture of iron, no carbolic acid— in fact, 
there wore scarcely any of tho com- 
mon and famllhir drugs of today- 
There was no pepsin for that Thanks- 
giving indigestion, and a cold or a 
toothache was a thing to bo dreaded. 
In literally millions of homes on. 
Thursday, tho Thanksgiving dinner, 
will bo preliminary to a visit to a. 
football game or a theater, thlngp 
Impossible to the sturdy stock of 
1S14. In fact the religious feast oC 
our erandslres has becoiiio to a lorgoi 
and growing extent a part of a sport- 
ing and amusement holiday In which, 
real Thanks givjtng. In the sense of 
the origin of the day, Is consplcuoua 
by Its absence. Nevertheless, when, 
a person stops to think abqut^It- 
comparing tho material comforts^ ot 
today wltli those of a century age 
considering tho marvelous growth ot 
the republic In wealth and prosperity, 
tho wonderful advancement of educa-' 
tlon, science and knowledge— thero 
are many profound reasons why thlSi 
annual feast of ours should bo pre-i 
ceded by
